Plague Ship 



Smallpox Outbreak Aboard a 
Whaler From Rio 
Janeiro. 

Ten of Crew Dead and Others 
Too III to Navigate 
the Ship. 



NEW YORK, Feb. I2.-One 
month OH the Atlantic ocean 
with the inner ship converted 
into a smallpox hospital and 
quarter of the crew 111 with this dis- 
ease, was the experience of the whal- 
ing brig Sullivan of New London, 
Conn. The story of the smallpox out- 
break on the whaler was told today by 
Mrs. M. J. Haggerty, wife of the cap- 
tain of the ship, who arrived here from 
Itio Janeiro after ten of Us crew had 
died of smallpox and with several 
others 111 with the disease and with 
the remaining members of the crew 
frantic to get ashore off the vessel, 
which they declared had been cursed. 
The cruise began, Mrs. Haggerty said, 
last October from the island of Fayal, 
In the Azores. After tile brig had 
been out some time, a sailor fell ill of 
smallpox arid the disease spread until 
nine sailors were ill. Days followed 
when, owing to the fear which spread 
among the members of the crew, the 
brig drifted along almost like a de- 
serted ship. With Mrs. Haggerty on 
board the vessel were her two children. 
After landing at Itio Janeiro she re- 
mained there until the disease had 
been stamped out on the Sullivan. 



SERVIA AND TURKEY. 

Belgrade, Servia, Feb. 12.— A serious 
fight lias occurred in old Servia between 
Turkish troops and two Servian bandit 
bauds near the villages of Xikujnn, 
Dnigomarzl and Chclehek. The Turks, 
who were the attackers, lost forty men 
killed or wounded. 'I ne Servians lost 
eighteen killed <>r wounded. 



BRITISH ELECTION PROTESTS. 

London, Feb. 12.— Sir Francis 
Henry Evans, Liberal, recently defeated 
at the Maidstone, Kent, election, has pe- 
titioned against the return of the Mar- 
quis of Londonderry's son and heir Vis- 
count Castlereagh, Unionist, alleging 
bribery and other illegalities against tho 
Castlereagh agents. Sir Francis was de- 
feated by the narrow majority of 132. 
About half a dozen petitions have been 
lodged against -others elected on simi- 
lar grounds.

The House then wont into committee 
on bill intituled An Act relating to the 
Transfer of Land, and to provide for 
the Registration of Titles to Land. Re- 
ported complete with amendments. Re- 
port to lie considered tomorrow. 

The House then went into committee 
on n bill intituled An Act to amend the 
Statutes and Journals act, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Price Ellison. 

Mr. Stuart Henderson (Yule) objected 
that $15 for n copy of the Revised Stat- 
utes was too high, "in Ontario tin; Charge 
was only $0. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton said that $JQ had 
been mild since 1803 and no objection 
•had been urged against the charge. 

Mr. Stuart Henderson urged that the 
difference was too great. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton— It we make it 
too ensv for the people to become ac- 
quainted witli tho statutes there would 
not he so much for the lawyers to do. 

Mr. J. IX. Brown (Greenwood) thought 
the member for Yale was right. Further 
the Revised Statutes were not as costly 
to produce now as formerly owing to the 
numerous consolidations and he thought 
$10 an ample charge. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton snld the printing cost 
more than was being charged and he 
could not see bis way to a reduction. 
luere were only 140 copies left on hand. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton suggested that 
t .10 objection be met by considering 
whether cheaper printing and binding 
would not meet the requirements of the 
case when next the statutes are reprint- 
ed as they would be next year. 

This- was accepted by Mr. Henderson, 
and the committee reported progress. 

The House then went into committee 
on the act to incorporate tho Holla Coola 
ami Fraser Lake Railway Oo.

Extensive Fire In Portland Re. 
suits In Six Deaths and 
Many Injured. 



Fifteen Bodies Washed Ashore

PORTLAND. Feb. 12.— At least six 
persons lost their lives in a fire 
Which swept the busy commercial 
district at tho east end of the 
Morrison street steel bridge, which 
spans the Willamette river, at an early 
hour this morning. Ten or more per- 
rons were seriously Injured and re- 
moved to hospitals or homes of near-by 
residents. 

The dead: Nathaniel P. Young, 
watchman for the East Side Transfer 
Company; two unknown women, two 
unknown men and Hurry Taylor, a 
boy aged 12, whom the police believe 
is dead. 

The injured: Mrs. M. Rallev, Floyd 
Bailey, Mrs. Nettle Browne, Walter 
Browne, Mrs. Nan Edmunds; Mrs. 
Mae Mactrvlng, who jumped from a 
second storey window, back and hip 
sprained; R. H. Babcook of Sherlock, 
Mich., who lias been at Fulda, Wash., 
for two years, installing a sawmill; 
and Fred Grueger, Detroit. Mich. 

The financial loss is not heavy and 
is about half covered by Insurance. A 
number of persons are reported miss- 
ing. Tiie fire started in the Mount 
Hood saloon, it is said, and rapidly 
consumed that place and the lodging 
house above, in which a majority of 
those 

Killed and Injured Were Sleeping 

Twenty- two horses, the property of the 
East Side Transfer Company, were de- 
stroyed by the fire. Watchman 
Young's death was one of the thrilling 
spectacles of the fire. He had made 
several trips Into the Transfer com- 
pany's stable, endeavoring to save the 
horses, when he was cut off by the 
flames. He made his way to one nf 
the upper windows, which ho broke. 
Looking out, he waved ills hands to 
the crowd below and cried "Good-bye, 
boys — I can't get out this time," and 
fell back Into the flames, 

.Many firemen had narrow escapes 
from injury. The district burned Is 
partly built over a hollow, and as the 
planking along the sidewalks burned 
the positions of the firemen became 
precarious. In endeavoring to save 
some of the lodgers from the rooming 
house over the Mount Hood saloon, 
two firemen were overcome by smoke, 
but were saved by comrades.

Mr. Balfour,: whose speech had been 
anticipated with intense Interest as his 
reply to Joseph Chamberlain's pro- 
nouncement, spoke at great length, con- 
lining himself uinlnly to fiscal questions. 
He maintained that: the results of the 
general election could not lie accepted as 
a final verdict against fiscal reform. He 
declined to argue the question of protec- 
tion versus free trade but maintained 
that the policy he has hitherto advocated 
is altogether apart from the controversy. 
His policy was designed so far as might 
be to dinihiislit the burden on British in- 
dustries. Tliiri policy is hostile to the 
tariffs other industrial countries have 
imposed, he said. In countries where 
hostile tariffs did not exist it was tlio 
intent ion 

To Preserve Neutral Markets 
and at the same time preserve the in- 
terests of the British colonies on an 
equal footing. 1 1 was, lie said, a policy 
intended to maintain an increased for- 
eign market for British manufacturers; 
Protection was an attempt to keep tho 
home market against equal competition 
from foreign count ries. 

Mr. Balfour said the sentiment fav- 
oring his policy was not diminishing but 
increasing, and unless it were carried 
out he believed as the world became 
more and more industrialized and as civ- 
ilized nations brought more and mora 
weaker nations under control the ques- 
tion of markets for Great Britain would 
assume proportions which could not bo 
ignored. The world saw great nations 
usur- not only diplomatic but their 
vviiolo military and naval force in order 
to push their commerce. 

Mr. Balfour suid he viewed tlio indus- 
trial conditions in the United Kingdom 
with the greatest alarm, possibly nations 
which built ii]) industries behind tariff! 
walls were acting foolishly, but never- 
theless they did it mid the resuitj un- 
doubtedly was 

Injurious to the United Kingdom 
Mr. Balfour asked was it possible to 
cany nut retaliation unless a general 
tariff formed a part of the scheme.

LONDON'S POVERTY PARADE. 

Unemployed Parade in Order to Im- 
press New Cabinet. 

London, Feb. 12. — There was another 
march of the unemployed in the 
streets of Loudon this afternoon, with 
the object of impressing the new 
government and legislatures, but the 
demonstration was a failure. The 
procession was hardly half the length 
of previous demonstrations, and the 
attitude of the public towards the 
subscription collectors showed that in- 
terest in the "poverty parade" has 
been decidedly waning since the matter 
took on a distinctly political character. 
The men marched along the Victoria 
Embankment to Hyde Park, where 
they listened to speeches delivered by 
the labor members of parliament and 
adopted the usual resolutions that the 
government come to their aid.

Washington, D. C, Fell. Hi.— Senate: 
Lodge of Massachusetts addressed Hie 
senate today on the railroad rate ques- 
tion, lie was listened to by an audience 
lluil tilled the galleries. 

Mr. Lodge announced his support of 
legislation tor the control of railroad 
rates along the lines of the Kscii-Town- 
seiid bill of iast session and said that 
lie believed the practice of giving re- 
bates lo he the most serious of all the 
evils complained of. lie expressed the 
conviction that only by legislation along 
the lines suggested could government 
ownership be prevented, lie said that 
before entering upon the investigation of 
the question he had disposed of his rail- 
road interests in order that his inquiry 
might lie free from bias. He passed over 
as an established fact the right of con- 
gress to legislate for the regulation of 
the railroad. 

The Grievances Against the Roads 
he divided into three classes as fol- 
lows: Rebates, or discrimination be- 
tween persons, excessive rales, discrim- 
ination between localities. 

The only way to accomplish anything, 
lie said, is fur the government to resume 
supervision of ratcniaking. He con- 
fessed the difficulty in dealing with the 
problem, said the fixing of rates by the 
government would not cure the evil and 
concluded that could only be effected by 
a provision for the punishment of those 
who violated the law by giving rebates. 
Mr. Lodge reviewed the experience of 
ether governments, including most of tho 
European countries, Canada and Aus- 
tralia in government control id' rate- 
making and added: "This examination 
shows us that it is not only entirely pos- 
sible to abolish all discriminations be- 
tween persons that is all rebates or un- 
due preferences but that this has been 
actually and effectively accomplished in 
other countries. 

"On tlie second point of excessive rates 
the experience of other countries demon- 
strates that whatever good effects gov- 
ernment rulemaking has had it has not 
lowered rates, lint on the contrary has 
made them, not only higher, but inelas- 

Dcfects of Government Ratemaking 

"On the continent of Europe general- 
ly rates are fifty per cent higher than 
ours und are inclined lo inllexability. We 
have the lowest average freight rales 
in the world and yet our railroads are 
ran at a profit without, of course, a dol- 
lar of expense to the taxpayers. Gov- 
ernment ratemaking in this country there- 
fore would cither not reduce the rates of 
all. or if it did reduce the rates gener- 
ally, it would destroy the profits of the 
roads and lower the wages of those cm- 
ployed on them unless we accepted the 
other alternative of government ow/itfr- 1 
ship witli the roads run al a loss and tlie 
people faxed to carry then) on. 
As to Discriminations 
"The third and last point is that of 
discrimination between loyalists exist un- 
der our system which work injustice, it 
would lie folly to deny. The experience 
of the world leads me lo doubt most 
seriously whether any government rnte- 
making witli a view to curing place dis- 
criminations can In> effected without 
bringing a change for the worse, but if 
it is to he tried at all it ought not go be- 
yond fixing (if a maximum rate by the 
commission with the most absolute pro- 
tection against hasty or prejudiced ac- 
tion through provisions for an appeal to 
the courts pf the country. This is cer- 
tainly as far as we can safely go." 
Roads Not Inimical to Other Interests 
.Mr. Lodge COUlblttted tlie idea that 
(lie railroads arc owned by a few men 
and that they are inimical to and depen- 
dent of all other interests. Pointing out 
possible dangers to the proposed legisla- 
tion, he said the first of these is found 
in the possibility of failing lo provide 
an effective remedy against personal 
discriminations. ; 

"That which Is to be feared as lo re- 
hates," he said. "Is that the law will 
XUsoutr, Seattle: O. not go far enough and will not be in- 
telligently effective." 

He suggested that the power be del- 
egated to a commission, and should not 
go beyond that of fixing a maximum 
rate on freight. Mr. Lodge expressed 
the opinion that there should be am- 
ple provision for review of the finding 
of the commission by the courts.

The Railway Bridge 

A report of the select committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into the possibility 
of having the ri'i.'way bridge kept open 
for pedestrians all night was received 
in which it was stated that the company 
could not sop their way to grant the re- 
quest. 

The city clerk reported that since tlie 
last meeting of the council he had re- 
ceived commuriicntiohs from F. M. Shil- 
ling. Wm. Humphrey, 10. U. Prior et al. 
It. li. Drury et al, J. F. Silver. T. W. 
Uidley and J. I'arfit et al, and C. Bl 
McCarthy, which had been referred to 
the street, sewers aud bridges com- 
mittee. 

Aid. Cullerton wished to have a peti- 
tion from J. Parfitt et al read, as he 
thought the majority of the aldermen 
were not nwnre of what was wanted. 

Aid. Stewart thought everyone should 
be treated alike and if one petition was 
to he read nil should he read. It was 
decided that all the petitions should he 
read, and they were referred to various 
committees under whose departments 
they fall. 

The report of the solicitor containing 
the various amendments proposed to be 
made to the Municipalities act was next 
considered. 

Universal Suffrage 

Aid. Fell stated that the bill as out- 
lined at present was pratically making 
it a case of Universal Suffrage, and he 
would like to have the opinion of tho 
council on the subject before it came to 
the legislative committee. 

Aid. Fuller ton was in favor of the 
bill, and would like to see it carried. 
He stated that the hill was the same as 
it was before it had been amended last 
year. 

Aid. Stewart did not think that Ail 
Fiillertou had correctly stated the con- 
ditions of the bill and he was not in 
favor of the amendment. He was not 
a supporter of woman's suffrage. 

Aid, (Jooduere was also Opposed to the 
bill. 

Aid. Hall was in favor of the hill 
which gave the women the same privi- 
leges as the men. He also stated that 
the women had a better right to vote 
than a large number of the men. 

Aid. Douglas was not in favor of tho 
amendment. He thought that the prop- 
erty holder should he considered before 
those who only paid their annual SCO per 
year rent. 

Aid. Yates was opposed to the hill. 
Ho thought that the world was not yet 
irondy for woman's suffrage and would 
have to vote against the amendment. 

Mayor Morley thought there was one 
point that had escaped notice, which was 
that every indent of the city paid takes 
whether 'it was in buying groceries or 
provisions. 

Owner Pays Taxes 

Aid. Fell thought the principle was 
wrong. Although it had been said that 
tlie owner did not pay the taxes, tie 
wished to know who was payig taxes on 
the Vemob bote!, which question no one 
was able to answer. Continuing, Aid. 
Fell slated that lie bad only cited that 
instance to show that it was not the ten- 
ant, but the owner of the property who 
paid the taxes. 

The proposed amendment was lost on 
a division of 7-2, Aids. Hall and Fuller- 
ton voting in the oflirmativc. 

A communication from A. R. Wol fen- 
den manager of the British Columbia 
Land and Investment agency regarding 
the extension of Dcnnan street was re- 
ferred to the streets, sewers and bridges' 
committee, 

A communication was received from 
the Womons' council calling attention to 
the necessity of a sanitarium tor tuber- 
culosis being established and suggest- 
ing that the old naval hospital he secured 
for the purpose. 

The communication was received and 
filed and the Council of Women will be 
notified that the hoard are not in favor 
of securing the hospital for that purpose. 

The finance committee presented ac- 
counts amounting to £2702 which were 
received and ordered paid. 

The lire warden's recommended that 
a lire alarm box be placed at the corner 
of Delta street and Burnside road, and 
also that the poles witli fire alarm boxes 
attached should bo painted. 

The library commissioners reported as 
follows: 

Tho Public Library 

Gentlemen— The library commissioners 
have considered the question of the hours 
during which the library should be open, 
and herewith submit for the approval of 
the council the following schedule; 

The librarian and his assistant, 10 a. 111. 
to (I p. 01., .Monday to Friday, both In- 
clusive; on Saturday, from ]<> a. in. to 1 
p .m., and one of them will take from 7 
to 10 p. ni. 

An extra assistant will take from r, to 
0:80 p. 111., Monday to Friday, both In- 
clusive; on Saturday. U to p. m., and 7 
to 10 p. in.; on Sunday, 2 to G p. in., ami 
7 to p. 11). 

This arrangement will necessitate the 
appointment of a second assistant. 

Under the schedule above suggested, t.he 
'librarian and his assistant will work seven 
liours per day, except Sat unlay, on which 
day one of them will work three hour.s and 
the other six, alternately. The second as- 
sistant wdll work three hours and n lialf 
tier day (Monday to Friday, and seven 
hours per day Saturday and Sunday. 

Aid. Fell pointed out that by tins 
schedule it would be necessary to obtain 
another assistant. The report was laid 
on the table till Thursday evening. 

Mayor Morley stated that there ap- 
peared to be a mistake regarding Mr. 
Ilelliwell's duties. lie had introduced 
him and lie had agreed to give his opin- 
ion regarding the system at present used, 
which would not cost one cent. 

Before adjourning, Mayor Morley took 
occasion to point out the difference in 
the expenditure in 1899 with tlie lesti- 
mated expenditure for the current year.

12.— While the British 
government has not relaxed Its effortH I 
to bring- about tin agreement between 
France and Germany on the question 
of the Moroccan police, it bus slvon | 
uii hope of un amicable settlement,! 
It Ih expected in official circles that 
tlie Algeciras conference will break up 
possibly during tlie present week, leav- 
ing the Moroccan .situation where it 
wan before the conference was called. 
Germany i« Riven the credit for the 
failure. In fact it Ik believed here 
that Emperor William, realizing that 
there is no hope of Germany's de- 
mands being endorsed by the powers, 
is now anxious that the conference 
shall fall. Great Rrltaln maintains 
her position, supporting (he French 
demands in regard to the pollc-.v and 
cannot see any reason for a compro- 
mise. Should the conference break 
up II Is understood that France will 
continue her policy of policing the 
Algerian frontier; and, Should trouble 
break out within the sultan's domains, 
France will undertake to suppress 
them, notifying the powers that she 
cannot allow Hie disorder io continue, 
as it threatens tho peace of her colony, 
Germany then will be in tlie position, 
it is pointed out, of either having to 
concede the right of France to pollc 
Morocco or issue an ultimatum to th 
effect that France must not Interfor 
in the affairs of tho country.'

■lmni'es do not carry on fishing for hali- 
but in Canadian waters. They keep 
SWell outside of the three mile limit, ami 
more frequently operate fifteen to twen- 
ty miles off shore. Canadian harbors 
aire used to a slight extent and only in 
time of stress;; 'and if they run in under 
jicttia! necessiiy they are entitled to 1'0- 
lliaiil twentyrfour hours. . , , ,„ , 
. "If the American companies are vio- 
lating the international' law by lishinK 
In their territory why don't they arrest 
msV The truth of the matter is thai 
there is a lot of agitation KOlUg on 
sibout Americans poaching in Canadian 
twaters that is absolutely without found- 
ation. 

"It is the general impression innoiig 
(the dealers oil Paget Sound, the Can- 
ndian people have no desire to drive 
the -New England Pish Company from 
(Vancouver, but by false impressions of 
the absolute necessity or using Canadian 
waters for halibut fishing think they 
Quay possibly force the companies at 
(present on I'ucet Sound to do business 
in Canadian territory. This they will 
never be able to accomplish. 
. "It would be the rankest folly for the 
people, of Vancouver to he so far affect- 
ed by prejudices awakened by jingoists 
3is to drive the New England Kish Com- 
pany from Vancouver, because it is 
lone of their most important enterprises, 
dispensing very large sums of money for 
.supplies, wages and malntainnnce of its 
licet, etc. The residents of that city 
.should make no mistake. They will be 
striking at their own interests if they 
compel the withdrawal of that company. 
It certainly does not have to do business 
from that point. It may he a little 
nearer to the Hailing grounds, and the 
expense slightly less therefore in trans- 
porting to Vancouver than to n port on 
(Timet' Sound, but (Ui the other hand, 
they are obliged to pay more for their 
.supplies on account of heavy duty, so 
there are other considerations wlilo.i 
just about offset Vancouver's slight ad- 
vantage in lesser stea r transporta- 
tion costs.

Mar- 
shall & Macneill. the general solicitors 
for the railway in British Columbia.

AN EXTRAORDINARY 
DIAMOND ROBBERY 



Mr. Edward Currnthevs, manager of 
too Kelowna Land & Orchard Company, 
Kelowna, B. C, who has been in at- 
tendance on the meeting of the B. C. 
Fruit 'Growers' Association last week, 
was iii the city during the hitler part of 
the week interviewing member's of the 
government. In conversation with a 
representative of the Colonist, he gave 
some interesting particulars as to the 
progress of the fruit growing industry 
in the vicinity of Kelowna, concerning 
which he speaks in terms of the strong- 
est confidence. 

The Kelowna Valley i.s one of the 
parts of the Okiiiiagaii district in which 
the greatest development has occurred, 
and in fruit growing is making rapid 
advances. The land in the valley under 
irrigation represents an area of live 
miles wide by sixteen miles long, or over 
fifty thousand acres. All or this is ulti- 
mately availubh for agricultural ami 
horticultural purposes, so thai when 
fully developed and settled on the small 
holding principle, it will he an important 
asset in the producing wealth of the 
province. 

The Kelowna Land & Orchard Com- 
pany, of which, by the way, Mr. 'I'. W. 
Stirling is president, were the purchas- 
ers of the Lequlnio Bros. 1 ranch of 7,000 
acres. One thousand acres of this laud, 
Mr. Carruthers says, is being hold by 
the eomnany for its own use, and 0,000 
acres is being 

Disposed of to Settlers 
in holdings of from 10 to d() acres each. 
The company nave already 200 acres 
planted in fruit trees, principally apples, 
but some peaches and cherries as well. 
Peaches, although they did well at Kel- 
owna, did still heller turthltr south. The 
company is proceeding to plant nil addi- 
tional 100 acres and expect ultimately 

to have 100 acres in orchards. 

As an evidence of the activity in tree 
planting there arc altogether about 00,- 
000 trees coming into the valley for 
spring planting. Of these, 20,000 have 
been ordered by the Kelowna Band & 
Orchard Company; 7,000 to be used on 
the hinds sold to settlers, and the re- 
mainder by the company themselves. 
Mr. Carruthers added that 12.000 trees 
are being imported from the Luyrila 
nursery near Victoria. 

Questioned as to the operations or the 
company, Mr. Carruthers said that they 
had already built six miles of r 
bridges costing ¥10,000; had 
eight miles of new irrigation

February 12, 1000, 
(Before the Chief Justice 1 .),

Vancouver, Pel). 12.— Fifty dollars a 
ton is Ihe average richness of the ore ot' 
the Princess Royal Island Mine. Fonr- 
teen men engaged at the mine came to- 
Vancbuver today to lay off for the win- 
ter. Messrs, h'red. and Jos. Tweedle, 
who nre superintending the mine for the 
company are also at Hotel Vancouver: 

The property, from the accounts 
brought down, seems to be in splendid 
shape. A great deal of ore has been 
exposed, but the "bin of the company 
is to uncover sufficient to warrant im- 
provement that will facilitate and 
greatly cheapen the. -working of the 
mines. 

In uncovering this ore some of it has 
been found to he streaked with white 
quartz containing visible gold. Two 
tunnels have been run in the ore, one a 
thousand feet long and one nine hun- 
dred. These tunnels would run through 
ore from eight inches to five feet wide, 
which fades out hut very soon comes in 
again. There arc many upric-a's from 
these tunnels always in first-class ore. 
In fact the uprises are for the purpose 
of determining the consistency of the 
line ore bodies. In every case they have 
gone right through the line ore full 
width. 

The ore deposit is traced for five miles 
on the surface but as the mine is being 
developed no guess work is being relied 
upon. The ore ground is being. honey- 
combed in all directions and thus far an 
enormous 'body of ore has been exposed 
which runs up us high in some cases as 
$100 a ton nnd ihe average is not below 
$50. It is probable that a tramline will 
be built from the mine to the salt 'water. 
At present i.s is said that the ore is 
actually handled over a dozen times. It 
is blown from the mine, sorted in sacks, 
taken two miles V- tram to a lake, taken 
three miles across the lake and again 
on tram one mile, and then across an- 
other lake to Kiilt water. 

In Ihe past live months two shipments 
have been made to Ladysmitli. Most 
of the ore is on the dump. 

Peter M. Fong. one of th« employees 
r»f the Princess Royal mines is at the 
'Dominion hotel, lie says there is great 
interest just now in Lite colony of white 
beans on Cribble Island, Ihe Island ad- 
joining Princess Royal. The Dominion 
Government have offered through a rep- 
resentative $.'!tl for the head and skin of 
a white boar for the purpose ot deter- 
mining whether it is a freak or a dis- 
tinct species. Mr. Long says these hears 
have also been seen on Princess Royal. 
One Indian informed him that he had 
shot three white bears on Cribble Island 
and had seen two on Queen "Charlotte 
Islands, and Ihe wmild-be purchasers 
told him that that they must! be moun- 
tain goal skills, but this the Indian said 
was not so. thai he had bunted all his 
life and certainly -could tell a goal from 
a bear. Mr. Long thought that if the 
park commissioners offered sutlicient in- 
ducement that it Mould be possible to 
catch one of the white bears alive for 
the park. A friend of his had been hunt- 
ing on Cribble Island and had come 
across a white hear with a black cub. 
The big white mother was a monster, 
he feared that if he hurt the cub that, 
the white bear would attack him, and 
before he could get his rifle in line tno 
bear was in the snow line and he could 
not tell the bear from snow. 

Mr. Long'says thai an Indian at Fort 
Simpson lias for a mat the skin of a 
pure white bear as white as snow. This 
bear was shot on Cribble Island. That 
there are white bears on Cribble Island 
is an absolute fact for several skins 
have been sold and have been on view 
nt a local taxidermists. There are sev- 
eral trappers who live near GribHle 
Island who it is said would undertake to 
capture a white bear alive and bring it 
to Vancouver if sufficient inducements 
were held out.

Investigation 

!s Continued 



Five Witnesses Were Examined 
During Yesterday's Three 
Sessions. 

Commissioner and Counsel for 
the Province Have a 
Tilt. 



The opening of the second week of the 
inquiry before Commissioners Gnudin, 
.Neweonibe anil Cox into the wreck of 
the ' Valencia yesterday was prolific of 
live witnesses being examined. Matters 
moved more rapidly and the day passed 
with only one tilt between Captain 
-Gandhi and Mr. McPhillips, of counsel 
for the Province. This occurred during 
the morning session when the commis- 
sioner objected to certain questions pro- 
pounded by. counssl to witness Iloddin- 
ott as being unfair and he also protested 
against tlie waste of time occasioned by 
Mr. McPhillips asking what he charac- 
terizes as being irrelevant, questions, to 
which the counsel retorted that he was 
doing no more than his duty in trying 
to elicite the information lie wanted 
to go on the records from the witness, 
and therefor he was not wasting rime. 

Three sessions were held, one in 1ho 
morning and two in the afternoon. Tim 
witnesses examined were C. Hoddino.t 
of the stewards department; J. Mct.'af- 
•ferty and George H. Harraden, passen- 
gers; William Doherty, fireman and 
Frank Lehr, freight clerk of the ill- 
fated Valencia. Little public interest is 
being manifested in the proceedings ami 
outside of the commissioners, counsel, 
witnesses and newspapermen hardly a 
half score of citizens drop in to listen 
to the evidence. 

At the conclusion of the evidence yes- 
terday afternoon it was announced that 
Captain Cousins of the Queen, would he 
called if necessary and that Captain 
Patterson, Captain Christensen, of tin' 
Czar, Captain Butler of the Lome 1 , and 
Captain Troup of the Canadian Pacific 
Steamship service would also be asked 
to give evidence. As soon as George

To Mr. Lugrin tile witness said he 
had no intention of going into the 
Valencia's boats to save himself. 
There had been lire drills on previous 
trips. As near as he could remember,

"Slow Bell" 
for an hour and a half before she 
struck. She appeared to strike for- 
ward of the engine room. Witness 
had staid at his post until ordered on 
deck. He could not tell what she had 
after the order came lor "Full speed 
astern." Previous to that order she 
was at SO. The Ironwork of the ship 
stood, but the wooden housework was 
all washed away. He believed that if 
the boats could have been kept over- 
night they would have gotten away 
safely the next morning. In his opin- 
ion the Cxar and Queen did not get 
within four or live miles of the Valen- 
cia. When those on the last raft lost 
sight of the steamers at sea, some of 
them got discouraged and wanted to 
turn into shore. Those on the raft, 
were under water fully three feet. Tlie 
witness suggested shorter oars and 
seats as an improvement In the con- 
struction of the life raits. The women 
got the preference to go on both the 
rafts, but declined. 

To Mr, McPhillips he said that while 
he was on the Topeka he had seen the 
tugboat Lome, on Thursday, go close 
in to shore, but could not say how 
close. In his department, out of six \ 
men, two only were old hands. He 
tiad seen the cards giving the crew 
their stations. No answer had come 
from the rescue ships when the Vnlen-

He understood that the 
raft was overcrowded as it had 18 pas- 
sengers when it was only supposed to 
hold 12. Witness did not know how 
many it was supposed lo hold but heard 
others say it was too small. It was 
shown that the raft was larger than the 
one inspected by the commissioners 
which was licenced to hold 18 persons. 
They had considerable difficulty in get- 
ting away from the ship but after they 
reached the bow it was much easier. lie 
was pretty well done up when taken on 
board the Topeka. 

In answer to Mr. Lugrin, he stated 
that he did not. see any person die in 
the saloon of I he Valencia on Tuesday 
night. Witness stated lie did not hear 
any arrangements being made as to who 
was to go on the raft, any who wished 
to go could have done so. 

This concluded his evidence, and Mr. 
Lnwson asked for permission to recall 
Mr. Tarpey with regard to the state- 
ment that the captain had not: asked the 
lady passengers to go on the raft.

Tbere is an element of mystery in 
the sad story unearthed yesterday be- 
cause of the Identification of the 
drowned girl. The trio were not men- 
tioned hi the passenger list of the 
sunken steamer.

They left Los Angeles together surrep- 
titiously, young Hazard giving his 
name as "West" when taking passage 
on the Valencia at Kan Francisco, and 
the two girls as "Misses Martin and 
Simpson." 

A Letter Was Left Behind 
ill the hands of a friend of Hazard, 
which was to have been posted after 
they sailed, but the custodian of tho 
letter, It seems, forgot lo mail it until 
January 27. several days after the dis- 
aster occurred, and the sorrowing 
parents then learned for the first time 
that their missing children w r ere vic- 
tims of the Valencia wreck. 

Why the trio should have given as- 
sumed names Is not known: and why 
they left without telling their parents 
of their going is not clear. When tlie

which they traveled, the two fathers 
started together for Victoria, and are 
now registered at the Dominion Hotel. 
Yesterday morning they wont to Hay- 
ward's parlors and there identified the 
body of Mabel Rowland, which was 
shortly nfterwnrds Interred with nine 
other victims of the disaster, at Ross 
Bay cemetery. 

The sister, Lulu Rowland, Is de- 
scribed as a Blender girl, about 100 
pounds in weight, light complexion and 
light hair, with a vaccination mark on 
tlie left arm; blue-eyed and with one 
tooth decayed. 

With the knowledge that the three 
were also passengers on the ill-fated 
steamer, the total number of victims of 
the disaster reaches 132, of which 
number -II bodies have been recovered 
from the sea.

Last night Charles Aspdin of the 
Northwest Mounted Police left for Sln- 
taluta, Saskatchewan, taking wdth him 
the remains of his brother, Thomas 
William Aspdin. a native of Richmond, 
Yorkshire, England, aged 51 years and 
one Of the pioneers of the Xortbwest 
Mounted Police service In the North- 
west. Deceased, who died in the Pro- 
vincial Royal Jubilee Hospital on the 
f' 1 1 1 , was at the time of his demise 
Indian agent at Slntaluta. He was 
one of the first men to join the North- 
west Mounted Police when that body 
was organized by General French, 
with headquarters at Fort Garry, now 
Winnipeg. The late Mr. Aspdin also 
accompanied tho late Major "Walsh 
when that officer received the surren- 
der of Sitting Pull. He saw active 
service through the Rlel rebellion In 
the Northwest, holng one of those 
wounded in the light at Duck Lake. 
Dur'ng a residence of forty yours on 
the plains he amassed a. fund of In- 
formation that could only he obtained 
by rugged experience, and his infor- 
mation and help was always at the 
command of the veriest "tenderfoot." 
Many are the stories of "Tommy's" 
goodness of heart and self-sncrlfleo 
which were told about the fires at the 
Northwest Mounted Police posts In the 
Northwest when tho men wero In bar- 
racks. Ho leaves a widow and a fam- 
ily of three grown-up daughters to 
mourn him, ns well as two brothers — 
George, who Is taking his brother's 
body home to Slntaluta, and Charles, 
chief steward in the service of the 
C. P. P. Steamship Company tor 
many years. The late Mr. Aspdin was 
an authority on Indian dialects and 
ethnology of the Indians of tho plains. 
He was conversant with manv of the 
Indian languaKOS and dialects o/ the 
tribes in the Northwest, and was con- 
sidered an authority on tho folklore 
of the Indians. The body was sent to 
.Slntaluta for Interment, and was es- 
corted to the boat by a largo number 
of members of the A. P, & A. M. Mr. 
Aspdin was an intimate friend of 
Lieutenant-Governor Forget, ex- Pre- 
mier HaultaJn, Senator Ross and 
others.

Recent Information received by the 
deputy minister of agriculture from 
the trade and commerce department, 
Ottawa, states that the last consign- 
ment of British Columbia and Ameri- 
can fruits to New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, on account of no cold storage 
facilities being provided on the 
steamer, turned out very poorly. .Most 
of tho apples wero from the United 
Statos and wero condemned by the 
inspectors on account of being nffected 
with the codlln moth. 

An excerpt from the bulletin of the 
5lh instant, issued by the trade and 
commerce department, has tho follow- 
ing to say about tho shipment: 

"The Moana brought a very consul- | 
cranio shipment of apples from British j 
I Columbia for Australia and Now Zea- 
land ports. The steamer having no 
I cold storage for that merchandise, the , 
I fruit was carried on deck. A portion 
| of It arrived in very good condition. 
Others and also some pears were ab- 
solutely rotten on arrival and so much 
decayed that it was impossible to know 
tho kind of apple which thus proved 
unfit for shipment. The fruit was also 
condemned by the inspector on ac- 
count of being affected with codlln 
moth and black spot. it was allowed 
to be taken to the government fuml- 
galor, and those treated were sorted 
and placed upon tho market, where tho 
good fruit brought excellent prices 
was informed in Vancouver that neany 
all these apples come from the United 
States and not from British Columbia." 

Continuing, the report says: "The 
previous steamer brought in cold 
storage a quantity 

fruit. It arrived in excellent condition 
and was passed by the government 
inspector as being one of the best 
shipments that ever was landed at 
this port, being free from disease and I 
excellent In quality. This goes to 1 
show that it is unsafe to ship apples 
except in cool compartments, and that 
there is a market here for the right 
fruit landed in good condition."

EFFICIENT FIRE DRILL. 

In Four Minutes Boats Were Over and 
Drill Carried Out Completely. 

Three or four hundred persons watch- 
ed the officers and crew of the steam- 
ship Princess Victoria carry out their 
boat and lire drill at the O. P. K. wharf 
this morning, and the crowd greatly ap- 
proved the work done, the manner in 
which it was to carry out, Bays the Van- 
couver Province. 

The Princess Victoria was thrown out 
from the wharf gome distance in order 
to permit of the drill being carried out 
from the port side of the .ship as she lay 
with her how to the west. The idea 
of having the drill take place on the port 
side was that the people gathered oh 
the wharf might be able to sec and ap- 
preciate the work done. 

From the time that Capt. Griffin blew 
Ills whistle, summoning the Officials and 
crew from different parts of the ship 
where they were attending to their or- 
dinary occupations, till the boats nur 
rafts were in the water but four minutes 
elapsed, according to the timing of a 
number of watches in the hands of the 
spectators. Four boats and a life-raft 
were put off from the port side of the 
Princess, and one life-raft went over 
from the starboard side. After the boats 
were in the water their crews were given 
half an hour's rowing practice on the 
Inlet. 

"What particularly impressed me 
about the drill." remarked an old trav- 
eler who was present, "was the fact that 
the whole of it was carried out without 
the slightest noise, none of the men hesi- 
tated about their positions and work and 
everything passed off just like clock- 
work. The public need never fear to 
travel on that steamer. I have scon 
many n lire drill mi this coast, but the 
majority of them have been farces, while 
this one was the must efficient I ever 
sa w."

INVESTIGATE PAPERS. 

Mariners to Have Their Naturalization 
Papers Examined. 

The Masters' and Pilots' association 
of Seattle has started a tight for a fed- 
eral investigation with regard to the nat- 
uralisation papers of many well known 
mariners, many of whom were formerly 
of British vessels which ran into this 
port. The association charges that 
fraud has been made in Ihe securing of 
naturalization papers, involving a super- 
ior court judge, a big stevedoring firm, 
ami a Tacomn broker. It is claimed 
the stevedoring company prevailed upon 
the judge to overlook defects in connec- 
tion with the issuance of naturalization 
papers to a steamship master, who serv- 
ed on steamers purchased from the 

Northern Pacific Steamship company by 
the Northwestern Steamship company, 
the same captain now being agent for 
one of the largest marine information 
blvrenua at Tacomn. Among those 
whose papers arc to be investigated arc: 
Cfipt. John Pflhfon, well known in Vic- 
toria, lie having been master of the 
steamers Victoria, Olympia and others
